Fish Canners 
Open Contract 


For New Wage 


Letters were sent to the Monte- 
rey Fish Processors Assn. and all 
independent cannery operators in 
the Monterey area last week by the 
Fish Cannery Workers Union, in- 
forming the employers of a desire 
to open the contract for wage im- 
provements and other gains. 

Lester Caveny, business agent of 
the union, said that the 60-day 
notice was sent to employers inj’ 
conformity with the Taft-Hartley 
Law, which affects the industry. 

Details of contract demands were 
not made public by Caveny, al- 
though he said an increase in wages 
was a paramount issue. 

Similar action to open contracts 
has been or will be taken by can- 
nery worker unions all along the 
Pacific Coast, Caveny said. Nego- 
tiations are underway in some 
areas and are expected to be start- 
ed in Monterey shortly. 

There has been no work thus far 
during the summer season, due to 
lack of fish, it was reported. One 
day of work on mackerel trucked 
in from other ports is the total 
since the sardine season ended last 
January .

aa REAL FIGHT AHEAD 


As soon the primary election is over and the returns 
are finally checked we will all know how many of the 
candidates endorsed by labor really have qualified for 
the November election. Since our cross-filing is still 
with us in California it will naturally follow that some 
of the cross-filers will get the nominations of both the 
leading political parties. If these are the labor candi- 
dates they will then be virtually elected. On the other 
hand if our enemies get both nominations the result will 
be a shutout for our own candidates in such cases. That 
is the curse of cross-filing. 

Whatever the result of this year’s primaries labor 
should set about immediately to wage an aggressive 
campaign for the election of those candidates who 
qualify for the November election. This is one election 
where labor must get into this political fight with a real- 
ization that much is at stake. In every state of the union 
those who would outlaw and destroy all unions have 
been working incessantly, since World War II ended, 
to secure both the state laws and the national laws that 
they must have in order to accomplish this. 

In this fight to destroy organized labor by legislation 
it naturally must center’ about the lawmakers to be 
elected to Congress and to every state legislature, in- 
cluding California. Unless labor can secure the elec- 
tion of more pro-labor Jawmakers than we have now 
labor is in for most serious reverses. It is a long time 
since labor has faced so critical a situation. 


PEACE GENERALLY DESIRED 


That enlightened people everywhere desire peace 
in our world is a fact that is continually putting a 
damper on the ambitious plans of those who want to 
plunge the world into another war. Wherever we go 
today the clamor for peace is continually getting more 
and more determined. Even where war is raging the 
underlying motive is to establish conditions under which 
permanent peace may become possible. 

In Europe the great bulk of the people of every 
country do not want more general wars. In Western 
Europe there are quite a few people who would like to 
see the United States step out and whip the stuffings out 
of Russia, but this does not mean that they themselves 
are at all anxious to take much of a hand in such a fight. 
To some extent we may have boasted ourselves into this 
unpleasant position. This pledging of assistance to other 
nations in all parts of the world is apt to give the people 
of those nations the impression that we are just itching 
to get another world war started. The truth of the mat- 
ter is that the overwhelming majority of the people of 
the United States do not desire another war. 

That there are warmongers must be *conceded. The 
skepticism with which they ridicule the efforts of those 
who are trying most earnestly to establish peaceful rela- 
tions between all nations prove that at heart they do not 
want peace.

Work of Geo. Miller, Jr. 
Is Praised by Ash 


The campaign headquarters of 
George Miller, Jr., Democratic can- 
didate for Lieutenant Governor, is- 
sued a release this week calling 
attention to the fact that the Ala- 
meda County AFL League for Po- 
litical Education has endorsed Mill- 
er. The press release then referred 
to Sec. Robert Ash of the AFL 
political group as follows: 

“Endorsing George Miller, Jr. is 
common-sense political thinking,” 
Ash said. “Since 1946, Miller as an 
elected representative of the people 
of Contra Costa County, has been 
in Sacramento fighting for decent 
labor legislation and leading the 
floor battles to stop anti-labor laws.” 

“Our union brothers in Contra 
Costa County supported his cam- 
paign for the State Senate in 1948. 
Elected on a pro-labor platform, 
Senator Miller kept his pledges. He 
has a 100 per cent labor voting 
record.” 

Declaring that the incumbent 
Republican lieutenant governor has 
seen fit “to turn his back on the 
needs of the people of California,” 
Ash said: “Our kind of member- 
ship does not want that kind of 
man in office.” 

“George Miller, Jr.’s courageous 
leadership has always been an in- 
spiration to the friends of labor,” 
Ash declared. “Our membershir 
knows that he will keep on work- 
ing on behalf of the working peo- 
ple of the state.” 
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Why We Need a New Governor 


During the past eight years Earl Warren has been entrusted 
with the governorship of California. He secured his election 
by promising the old age pension group everything and then 
double-crossed them after he became governor. Likewise he 
got a large fraction of the labor vote four years ago by prom- 
ing labor many things, then demonstrated where he really 
stood by permitting the hot cargo law to be adopted, by veto- 
ing bills that labor wanted enacted and signing- other laws 
over the protest of the legislative labor representatives at 
Sacramento. 

While a Republican candidate for vice president in 1948 he 
toured the country telling his audiences that the Taft-Hartley 
bill was all right with a few additional changes, that all Re- 

| publicans conceded should be made. Then when they under- 
took to change the new draft, which was voted for by all 
Republicans in Congress from California, while all California 
Democratic Congressmen voted against it, this changed bill 
to amend the Taft-Hartley law was even worse, instead of 
better. It did not become a law. 

What is wrong with the Taft-Hartley law is that it opens 
the way for endless litigation against labor unions. But the 
worst feature of it is that it restores to judges the right to 
issue injunctions to order men to stay on the job after they 
have voted to strike or to go back to work after they have 
gone out on strike. When any man, be he judge or dictator, 
can tell workingmen that they must work against their will, 
that is slavery and any governor or high official, who is in 
— of this slave law, is a menace to working people every- 
where. 

For not submitting to this slavery. which may be imposed 
under the Taft Hartley law by judges labor unions may be 
fined out of existence. Since Warren is in favor of such a law 
it becomes the strongest reason imaginable why union people, 
who may have. voted for him before now no longer want to 
trust their future to this governor. 

Warren’s record of serving big business is now well known 
to all who have followed his actions, as governor. When the 
oil interests were itching to jump their gas prices Warren 
obligingly came back to the legislature three times with a 
two cent gas tax proposal which enabled the oil monopolies 
to raise the price on an average of six cents per gallon all 
over the state of California. It was on the third try that the 
governor succeeding in putting over this scheme to jump our 
gasoline prices, with the aid of a previously reluctant legis- 
lature. It would be interesting to know how these lawmakers 
were won over. 

Two years ago Warren eft daylight saving in force during 
all the shortest days of 1948, when nearly everybody, except 
the power trust, was pleading for an end to this nuisance after 
days started to shorten, but Warren paid heed to the power 
trust, as has been his custom in so many similar situations. 

Although Warren has always claimed that he was for sup- 
plying-adequate funds to our free public school system, there 
were several occasions when he cut the appropriations many 
millions of dollars, after the money had been voted by the 
legislature. Thus he helped to create the need for the bond 
issue for schools voted at last fall’s special election, under 
which a big debt bearing interest is the method used to raise 
the bond issue instead of the direct way that Warren had the 
opportunity to let much of this money be provided long before 
it was. But no, not Warren. He simply slashed the amounts 
voted by the legislature and now we have to pay interest on 
all that he cut down, besides the needless heavy expense of 
the special election, whose real purpose it is quite generally 
conceded was to wreck the pension plan adopted by the 
people’s mandate in the election of 1948. 

We now know Warren much better than we did four years 
ago. It is now clear that his many promises of the past, which 
sounded fine to us common people in other elections were 
never intended to be performed. Warren is not a true servant 
of the people. Instead he serves big business most loyally and 
always lines up on their side—(‘‘Calif.

If you have tried ly rent an 
apartment or house lately, you 
know why rent control is needed. 
In most cities there are few vacant 
|apartments and houses. And most 
of the empty ones cost close to 
$i60 a month. 


Housing Expediter Tighe Woods, 
who runs the rent control program, 
says one way to find out whether 
there is enough housing is to check 
the number of vacant apartments 
and houses, 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
recently counted vacancies in 25 
cities. Woods comments: 

“Over-all vacancy rates are gen- 
erally between one and two per 
cent, as compared with normal 
rates of five or six per cent.” (That 
means 98 to 99 per cent of all rent- 
al housing is occupied.) 

“Vacancy rates for habitable 
dwellings for rent are generally 
less than one per cent and many 
of them are less than one-half of 
one per cent.” 

Woods cited these figures in tes- 
timony before the House Banking 
and Currency Committee in con- 
nection with that group’s study of 
the advisability of extension of 
rent controls. 

As usual, the real estate lobby 
played the leading role in the at- 
tack against rent controls.— 
(LLPE).

Possibility that atomic bomb dis- 
turbances may have caused the re- 
cent shortage of sardines off the 
U.S. Pacific Coast was discredited 
by Dr. Hiyama, who reported the 
serious decline of Japanese pilchard 
catches was noted in 1943 and 1944, 
A similar collapse in sardine fish- 
eries was experienced by Califor- 
nia fishermen in 1946 and 1947. 

As in California, sardine catches 
last year improved in Japan, Korea 
and surrounding waters, Dr. Hi- 
yama revealed.
